Commissioner Meyers questioned 
the man and the boy and told him 
that the law specified $ 7 ,0 0 0 . 
“T hat is not enough,” said the 
man. "I will give him more than 
that. Two eyes are worth more than 
$7,000." 
The incident was not unusual, ac­ 
cording to Commissioner Myers. 
Business Has Heart. 
“ lf anyone believes that the heart 
has gone out of business, let him 
watch the people with whom 
we 
deal,” the commissioner said. The 
employers of Oklahoma as a whole 
have showed a disposition to make 
all 
am ends (possible 
for 
injuries 
sustained by persons in their employ. 
This is true not only to those who 
employ a few men, but likewise to 
the large industries of the state. 
“(Some time ago an employe of 
one of the large oil companies was 
severely injured,” the commissioner 
related. “ The company sent him to 
a noted physician and spent $ 1 ,- 
600 in restoring him to health. The 
man was an unskilled laborer, un­ 
educated and rough. After he had 
been discharged from the hospital 
he came to the office of the com­ 
mission, bitter at him employer, bit­ 
ter at all government and cursing 
the luck th at had brought him in­ 
jury. The law provided that his com­ 
pensation should be approximately 
$1,500. It also provided that his 
employer was obligated to pay only 
a two-weeks’ hospital bill.

The past week has been one of 
many changes. The 
period

whole has shown a large percent­ 
age of cloudy weather wTith scatter­ 
ed rains durig the first half. The 
heaviest precipitation recorded dur­ 
ing the week for a 24-hour period 
was at .Holdenville where 1.84 inches 
of rain fell. F or the same period, 
Enid was second with 1:67 inches 
and Pauls Valley third with 1.55 
inches. 
The highest tem peratures of the 
week were recorded at Mangum and 
Lawton on the 12th. 
Mangum 
re­ 
ported 90 degrees and Lawton 89. 
Heavy wind movements were also 
recorded in various parts of the 
state, 
doing 
considerable 
damage 
at scattered points. 
The 
threatening 
freezes 
of the 
first part of the 
week 
did 
not 
reach tem peratures low enough to 
dam age fruit prospects. The lowest 
tem peratures occurred on the m orn­ 
ing of the l i t h as follows: Alva, 
35; 
Woodward, 
36; 
W eatherword 
and 
Cherokee, 
37 
and Enid and 
Kingfisher, 39. In the heaviest fruit 
producing 
sections 
the 
therm om e­ 
ter registered on the average of 40 
and above. 
W heat continues to show a slight 
improvement,

Elements in Fertilizers. 
The three main elements of plant 
food contained in commercial fertilizer* 
are phosphoric acid, nitrogen, and 
potash. 
Nitrogen has the effect of 
stimulating the leaf growth, and phos­ 
phoric acid and potash have a tendency 
to increase root growth and to mature 
the seeds of the plants. Root crops and 
potatoes require a reasonable amount 
of potash. Corn, beans, and others of 
the garden crops, which are grown for 
their pods or seeds, want a sufficient 
; supply of phosphoric acid, while let- 
i tuce, celery, swiss chard, and others 
of the salad or leaf crops require 
plenty of nitrogen. The safest plan, 
however, is to apply an all-round or 
complete fertilizer 
having 
approxi­ 
mately 8 per cent phosphoric acid, 4 
or 5 per cent nitrogen, and 2 or 3 per 
cent potash on land that Is to be de­ 
voted to general garden crops. 


ucation Is Facing 
Supreme Test, Brooks 
Declares In Speech 


NORMAN, April 17.— (Special) — 
“Education is facing the crisis of 
its existence now and during the 
next five years,’* Dr. Stratton D. 
Brooks, president of the University 
of Oklahoma, told the members and 
new initiates of the Oklahoma Phi 
Bet Kappa chapter in an address at 
the initiation banquet of the schol­ 
astic honor fraternity. 
President Brooks based his state­ 
ment upon a set of conditions which 
he outlined by saying: “Educational 
institutions not only here but in ev­ 
ery state of the union, from univer­ 
sities down to district schools, are 
finding their enrollment enormous­ 
ly increased, A greater proportion 
of our people than ever before are j 
i now seeking education. 
“Enrollment in the high school 
of New York City increased 30 per­ 
cent this year. As an example from 
our own 
school, 
one little town 
here in Oklahoma that has usually 
sent about two graduates a year to 
the university this year is graduat­ 
ing a class of twenty and eighteen 
of them are planning to come to 
Norman next fall. 
“Endowed schools,” he observed, 
“are putting up the bars to the in­ 
flux students, saying we will take 
only so many students this year, 
th at’s all we can take care of. The 
result is that the whole wave of 
new students is thrown back upon 
state educational institutions to take 
care of. 
“The situation 
is complicated,” 
he continued, “by the fact that we 
are in economic slump, cannot levy 
more taxes on people already un­ 
able to pay them .” 
But referring to the fact that 
taxation in many parts of Oklahoma 
now am ounts to as much as $4 5 per 
$1,000, the president called atten­ 
tion to the point that $4 4 of the 
$4 5 are local taxes, that only the 
remaining dollar is state tax, and 
only a few cents of it is called for 
by the state school expense.

Commercial fertilizers are usually put 
ap in aacks containing IOO, 167 or 200 
pounds, and a good plan would be for 
two or more gardeners to join together 
In buying fertilizer. 
Methods of Application. 
There are two or three method* of 
applying commercfhl fertilizers. 
The 
first and most common is by scattering 
the fertilizer broadcast over the land 
after it has been plowed and harrowed, 
then giving the soil a second and even 
a third harrowing to mix the fertilizer 
with it thoroughly. 
Another method 
ta to apply the fertilizer underneath the 
rows, the plan being to open the fur- 
rowa, scatter In the fertilizer, then, 
by mean* of a single-shovel plow or 
wheel hoe, thoroughly mix the fertilizer 
with the soH in the bottom of the fur­ 
row. 
The surface soil Is then re­ 
turned and no seeds are planted for a 
few days until the fertilizer becomes 
thoroughly 
incorporated 
with 
the 
soil. 
The third method of applying com­ 
mercia! fertilisers is to use them as 
a top or side dressing along the rows 
of plants during the period of growth. 
Nitrate of soda and fertilizer mixtures 
containing a considerable percentage 
of nitrogen are generally used for this 
purpose. 
When using fertilizer as a 
aide dressing care should be taken that 
It is not applied too near the base of 
the plants, but at a little distance from 
the row, and then it should be culti­ 
vated Into the upper 2 or S inches ef 


WETUMKA, April 17.— (Special)

Story of the Gifted Italian’s 
Work In Development of Air 
Communication. 


While experiments along the line 
of radio really started as far back as 
1827 and hundreds of scientists were 
interested in solving the problems in­ 
volved for many years, It was not un­ 
til 
189C when 
Senatore 
Guglieimo 
Marconi took out his first patent that 
the mastery of air communication got 
its first great Impetus. 
His life his­ 
tory is to all practical intents the his­ 
tory of radio communication. 
Senatore Guglieimo Marconi, G. C. 
V. O., L. L. D., D-Sc. M. I. E. E., was 
bora In Bologna, Italy, April 25, 1874. 
His mother was Irish, while his father 
was of a family whose mechanical 
ability was marked. 
After an edu­ 
cation at Leghorn and Bologna, the 
young man interested himself in the 
problem of wireless telegraphy, start­ 
ing his research in 1895. 
He went to 
England and in 1896 took out the first 
patent ever granted for a practical 
system of wireless telegraphy, by the 
use of electric waves. 
His early ex­ 
periments in England were made at 
Westbourne Park. 
Shortly afterward 
Marconi 
sa\^ W. 
H. 
Preece 
and 
at Ids request made some experiments 
for officials of the postoffice. 
Some 
further experiments were made in 
May, 1897, in the Bristol channel, 
wireless communication being estab­ 
lished between Lavernoek and Brean 
Down, a distance of nine miles. 
On the invitation of the, Italian 
government Marconi afterw ard went 
to Spezia where a land station was 
erected, which was kept in constant 
communication with two Italian bat­ 
tleships working from a distance of 
12 miles. 
For this success the Ital­ 
ian government conferred upon Mar- j 
coni the honor of knighthood. 
After j 
a return to England further experi- ; 
men ti- were conducted and on July 20, j 
1897, the first radio company was J 
formed and two permanent stations i 
erected. 
In 1898 wireless reports of 
yacht races in Kingston were made 
and proved the usefulness and adapt- | 
ability to which the system lends it- 


servlces at the disposal of King Vic­ 
tor and was given the rank of lieu­ 
tenant in the Italian army. 
He was 
employed oh im portant military mis­ 
sions to England by the Italian gov­ 
ernment and after this service was 
transferred as tem porary. commander 
in the Italian navy. 
Marconi visited 
the United States in 1917 as member 
of the official mission sent by Italy. 
In 1919 Marconi was appointed pleni­ 
potentiary 
delegate 
to 
the 
peace 
conference at Paris, and in this capac­ 
ity signed the peace treaties with 
Austria and Bulgarin. 
He was after­ 
ward awarded the Italian military 
cross. 
This very im portant figure In the

world, 
who

about all the honors possible for the 
scientific world to bestow upon him,

given up active work, but is even now 
engaged in radio telephone experi­ 
ments. 
Radio enthusiasts have increased 
tenfold within the last few months, it 
appears from a survey conducted by 
the Associated Press and covering the 
central west, Kentucky and Texas.

ports have been received, there are 
thousands of radio sets, particularly 
for purposes of telephony, where at 
most there were hundreds before. 
While the sets are used chiefly for 
pleasure and experience, they are be­ 
ing put to practical uses In many 
cases.

paratus to provide communication be­ 
tween the South Foreland lighthouse 
and a lighthouse on the south coast. 
In 1899 Marconi read a paper on 
♦‘Wireless Telegraphy” before the In­ 
stitution of Electrical Engineers in 
London. 
Early in 1901 telegraphic commu­ 
nication was established between two 
points more than 250 miles distant 
and at the end of that year Marconi 
transm itted signals from Poldhu, in 
Cornwall to St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
In 1902 he received on board the 
steamship Philadelphia in the pres­ 
ence pf the officers, good messages 
on the tape when at a distance of 
over 1,500 miles from the transm it­ 
ting station and signals at over 2,000 
miles. In December, 1902, the station 
established 
at 
Cape 
Breton, Nova 
Scotia, under a contract with the Ca­ 
nadian government for transatlantic 
wireless 
telegraphy, 
was 
put 
into 
communication with the Cornwall sta­ 
tion at Poldhu and Inaugural messages 
were 
transm itted to 
the 
King of 
England, the King of Italy and to 
the London Times. 
In October, 1903, 
tile steamship Lucania published a 
daily wireless bulletin from messages 
received from the Marconi stations. 
A powerful station at Cllfden on the 
west coast of Ireland was opened 
early in 1907 for the establishment 
of 
commercial 
relations 
with 
th! 
American continent at Glace Bay. 
I 
Mr. Marconi’s work has been rec­ 
ognized by many governments and 
seats of learning; he has been dec­ 
orated by the King of Italy and the 
late ex-Czar of Russia as an honor­ 
ary doctor of many universities, in­ 
cluding Oxford, Glasgow, Aberdeen, 
Liverpool and Pennsylvania, besides 
having received the freedom of the 
principal Italian cities. 
In 1914 he 
was elected a senator in the Italian 
parliament. 
He also holds many sci­ 
entific awards granted by various so­ 
cieties and institutions. 
Upon th© declaration bf wa* by 
Italy, Senntore Marconi placed his 


lng market and weather reports, and 
police are receiving bulletins.

Charles A. Comiskey, one of the 
triumvirate who made the American 
league and one of the most pictures­ 
que and popular figures in baseball, 
has stepped out of active participa­ 
tion in the control o> the White 
Sox, according to reports. He has 
turned 
the control of the club’s 
affairs to his son Louis Comiskey. 
If the report is true his passing is 
regretted. Comiskey w’ill leave atter 
what should have been a career 
crowded with nothing but success. 
The world’s series scandal of 1919 
and the subsequent suspension and 
triel of half his ball club broke his 
heart. Those on the inside know 
that the only blame that can be at­ 
tached to Comiskey for such a state 
of affairs was his willingness to 
take advice of weak friends. He is 
the last man in the world to know­ 
ingly allow’ crooked men on a ball 
club. 
Comiskey broke into big league 
baseball as a first baseman. The 
famous globetrotting Ted Sullivan 
developed him while managing the 
St. Louis Browns hack in 1883. The 
inimitable 
Chris 
Von 
der 
Ahe 
owned the club. Eventually Comiskey 
succeeded Sullivan as pilot of the 
team. 
The Old Roman led the team to 
the pennant in the American Asso­ 
ciation four consecutive years, 1885- 
86-87-88. 
In 
1890 
Comiskey 
quit 
the 
Browns to form the Chicago club 
in the players’ league. 
This outfit 
blew’ up in a year. Then' Commy 
was signed to manage the Cinci 
Reds, the late John T. Brush en­ 
gineering the deal. 
When the American league was 
started Ban Johnson, then Comis- 
key’s close friend, prevailed upon 
him to join the new organization 
as owner of the Chicago White Sox 
team. 
Six or seven years ago Johnson 
and Comiskey came to a parting of 
the ways. This break in their friend­ 
ship — over

ruler is a lover of all sports, par­ 
ticularly horsemanship, 
he 
is ex­ 
pected to display keen interest in 
the contest. 
How the game originated is not 
known, but it has been played since 
ancient times, and still is reserved 
largely for 
young 
noblemen 
and 
officers of the military staff, who 
are practically the onlv ones able 
to acquire an equestrain standard 
high enough to make the sport ex­ 
citing. 
The contest is held on a regula­ 
tion course 60 to 20 yards, boarded 
up at one end of a Jhigh fence.

to pitch the ball into the cup from 
the net. 
During the throwing of the first 
three or four balls there is no ser­ 
ious opposition on either side, but 
when they have been thinned out

Fire it the greatest menace to 
Canada's 1,900,000 square miles cf 
forests, rn menace that has balked 
m ant puny fighting efforts until 
today. 
Now the Canadian govern­ 
ment bas added an aerial fleet and 
force to its army of fire rangers 
and the dreaded devastating de­ 
mon “Forest Fire” is in a fair way 
to be checked. 
These air patrols are under the 
supervision of the forestry Branch 
of the Department of the Interior 
which has divided tho country into 
sections and allotted to each an air 
patrol. 
The flying machines are 
equipped with wireless apparatus 
for reporting new fires and the 
progress of old ores, they r.lso 
often assist the fire fighters bv 
bringing them supplies. 
Some conception of the magni­ 


tude of their observations and the 
value of the air service may be 
gleaned from the following rec­ 
ords. 
The patrol that covers the 
country west of Revelstoke in the 
Canadian Rockies—including Van­ 
couver 
Island — embracing 
the 
Fraser and Lower Thompson Val­ 
leys as well as the Shuswap Lake 
region, spent 438 hi hoers in the 
air last summer and flew 82,600 
miles, using four HS 2L Flying 
Boats and one F3 twin Engine 
Boat. 
By means of these craft it 
is possible tc travel swiftly great 
distances and over sections inac­ 
cessible to the fire ranger who 
must depend on Lis canoe and own 
sturdy legs to cover his beat.* 
Air patrols make reconnafsances 
of the country over which they fly. 
which are of inaatiuanhla valaa 


They also prepare maps when so 
directed. 
A flight over the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Rockies was made in 
September for the purpose of as­ 
certaining the feasibility of aerial 
patrols for fire protection in the 
National Park. 
Three days flying 
there enabled the Superintendent 
to cover all his territory and ex­ 
plore many 
parts 
never before 
visited. 
The lake region of Manitoba was 
practically a sealed bock before 
air patrols began flying over and 
mapping it. 
Inspection trips have 
been made to Le Pas and further 
north. 
One of the most interest­ 
ing flight excursions, to foresters, 
was a ten days flying in the Temis- 
kaming region of Ontario to in­ 
vestigate the spruce bud 
worm 
aituatinn. 


Big Guns Firing 
Cause Rumors of 
Big Earthquakes 


(By the Associated Press) 
LOS ANGELES, April 18.— W eath­ 
er conditions 
are 
responsible 
for 
target practice of the Pacific Fleet 
off 
the Southern 
California coast 
being occasionally 
m istaken 
for 
I earthquake shocks, according to a 
report 
made 
to 
the Chamber 
of 
Commerce of this city by Dr. Ford 
A. Carpenter, head of the meteor­ 
ological bureau of the chamber. 
Dr. Carpenter cited cases of Ja n ­ 
uary' 17 and March 23 last when 
vibrations caused by big gun fire 
rattled house m^any miles inland and 
resulted in reports of “earthquakes” 
from widely scattered localities. 
“It is a well known fact,” the 
report continued, “ that sound com­ 
ing from some point may bN heard 
more distinctly at certain times than 
at others. The distance at which the 
sound may be heard is also vari­ 
able. The wind 
direction plays a 
most im portant part in this. If the 
sound-emitting body is in the direc­ 
tion from which the wind is coming, 
the sound may be heard more dis­ 
tinctly. It can be seen readily that 
sound waves traveling in the op­ 
posite direction from which the wind 
is blowing or against the wind, will 
be broken up and deflected.
